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SEVERAL  LISTENERS  to  KPFA  have  indicated  an  interest  in  the  personal  back- 
grounds of  the  many  Bay  Area  people  who  are  regular  producers  of  programs  on  this 
station.  There  are  forty  individuals  responsible  for  arranging  various  broadcasts  on 
KPFA.  This  article,  the  first  in  a  series,  concerns  Alan  Rich,  whose  program  "Rare 
Records"  is  heard  on  Wednesdays  at  9:30  pm. 

Alan  Rich  was  born  in  Boston,  studied  music  at  Harvard,  the  New  England  Con- 
servatory of  Music,  and  from  a  succession  of  disgusted  piano  teachers.  His  decision  to 
follow  a  musical  career  came  only  after  a  few  years  of  fruitless,  and  boring,  premedical 
study.  He  entered  this  career  as  assistant  music  critic  on  the  Boston  Herald  in  the  fall 
of  1944,  after  an  irate  "Letter  to  the  Editor"  had  caught  the  eye  of  the  chief  critic. 
He  held  this  post  until  late  1945  when  he  left  for  New  York,  and  a  job  in  radio. 

He  was  in  the  production  department  of  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System  until 
the  end  of  1946,  and  was  for  a  time  responsible  for  all  music  programing  on  WABC-FM, 
now  WCBS-FM,  the  key  CBS  FM  outlet  in  New  York  City.  Concurrently  he  served  as 
music  director  of  the  Intercollegiate  Broadcasting  System  in  New  York,  the  parent 
organization  of  some  two  hundred  collegiate  broadcasting  stations  throughout  the 
country. 

During  these  years,  Alan  Rich  was  collecting  unusual  musical  recordings.  In  1947 
when  he  joined  the  staff  of  Station  WABF,  an  all  music  FM  station  in  New  York,  he 
conducted  a  program  of  "Unusual  Records"— a  forerunner  of  the  "Rare  Records"  pro- 
grams heard  now  on  KPFA.  During  this  time,  he  was  also  assistant  music  critic  on  the 
New  York  Sun,  under  the  guidance  of  Irving  Kolodin. 

In  the  spring  of  1948  a  trip  to  California  convinced  him  that  the  Bay  Area  was 
the  best  of  all  possible  places  to  live,  and  he  returned  to  New  York  only  long  enough

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FIVE  MONTH  COUNT 


KPFA-Interim  concluded  its  first  five 
months  of  broadcasting  on  September  15.  A 
totting-up  on  that  date  revealed  that  529 
different  participants  had  appeared  in  the 
station's  programs,  excluding  the  salaried  and 
volunteer  staff. 

Public  Affairs  broadcasts  accounted  for  a 
total  of  183  participants,  the  largest  number 
in  any  of  the  station's  categories  of  program- 
ing. 58  individuals  had  expressed  their  views 
on  the  Round  Table,  67  on  the  Critics'  Cir- 
cle, 21  on  Men  and  Issues,  and  the  rest  of 
the  183  on  commentaries  or  special  Public 
Affairs  broadcasts. 

Music  programs  brought  a  total  of  170 
participants  to  the  studios,  of  whom  137 
were  performing  musicians,  the  rest  compos- 
ers and  critics.  The  weekly  Artists'  Concert 
and  Young  Artsists'  Concert  accounted  for 
107  performers. 


On  Children's  broadcasts  there  were  15 
regular  participants  and  producers  of  pro- 
grams. During  the  first  five  months  on  the 
air  they  had  25  different  guests,  and  in  addi- 
tion, 68  persons  participated  in  the  produc- 
tion of  children's  drama.  The  total  in  this 
category  of  programing  was   108. 

The  balance  of  participants  took  part  in 
KPFA  Drama  (31),  which  suspended  live 
productions  until  new  scripts  could  be  accu- 
mulated, and  in  special  programs  such  as 
Great  Books  and  Inside  KPFA. 

The  station's  operating  staff,  including  sal- 
aried and  volunteer  personnel,  numbered  42. 
It  included  19  announcers,  6  licensed  engi- 
neers, and  6  office  workers.  27  additional 
persons  were  regular  volunteer  producers  of 
programs,  under  supervision  of  the  program 
staff. 


Folio  Format:  II 

Among  the  replies  to  an  inquiry  in  the 
last  issue  on  the  practicality  of  Folio's  ar- 
rangement, there  is  a  sizeable  majority  in 
favor  of  retaining  the  present  basic  format. 
Most  listeners  seem  to  feel  that  emphasis  on 
the  content  of  programs,  rather  than  their 
sequence,  conforms  to  primary  interest   and 


convenience— at  least  in  the  habitual  user. 
At  the  same  time,  it  appears  from  many  com- 
ments that  a  shift  of  the  Sequence  Index  from 
page  seven  to  page  two,  preceding  the  lists 
of  Featured  Broadcasts,  would  be  a  slight  im- 
provement. Further  opinions  will  be  wel- 
comed, but  if  the  trend  of  sentiment  is  not 
reversed  before  the  next  issue  this  one  change 
will  be  instituted  at  that  time  and  the  format 
otherwise  will  be  retained.
